Charges Against Police 
Are Found Not Proven 


Judgment handed down by Mr, Jus- 
tice Walsh to the Edmonton city coun- 
cil in connection with the police inves- 
tigation finished last week, complete- 
ly vindicates the city police of all the 
charges that wé¥e laid against them 
by the organized miners as a result 
of a strike disturbance at the Penn 
mine on the late afternoon of January 
4 last, 

The charges were: ; 

First, that the city police force in 
dispelling the crowd brutually elubbed 
women with clubs and other missiles 
inflicting serious injuries; second, 
that Chief Constable Shute fired a 
number of shots; and third that the 
chief of police was intoxieated at the 
time, 

The third was dropped by the com- 
plainants during the inquiry when it 
was found that the chief constable 
was a total abstainer, 

The report clearly sets out the fact 
that the members of the police force 
were acting within their. jurisdiction 
and if any injuries were reeeived by 
any of the miners or wives of strik- 
ing miners the blame could only be 
placed upon themselves,

Heed The Small Things 


In these latter days people have become so used to hearing of and talking 
Swbout millions, cspectally millions and hundreds, even thousands of millions 
ef national debts, that seldom or ever is the old childhood rhyme of a genera- 
tion ago heard—“little drops of water, little grains of sand, make the mighty 
@cean and the beauteous land.” And it is a thousand pities that this is so, 
and it indicates a development of a disregard, even a contempt, for little 
things; a tendency of the present-day generation which is responsible for 
much of the extravagance and waste so noticeable in this country in com- 
parison with other lands. where for many centuries the people have been 
taught to live frugally and give heed to the small things. :

For months past the newspaper press of the country has been filled with 
discussions in Parliament, Legislatures, farmers’ conventions, and the editor- 
fal columns, of the great subject of wheat marketing and the pros and cons of 
the advisability of a Wheat Board. It is a big subject, involving hundreds 
ef millions of bushels of wheat, hundreds of millions of dollars, tens of thous- 
ands of individual farmers, and all the ramifications of the grain trade, grain 
exchanges, flour milling industry, rail, lake and “ocean shipping. Important 
as this largé problem unquestionably is, the regrettable fact is that -the at- 
tention of the individual, as well as of the public at large, has become so 
eentred upon it in the effort to achieve a big gain that the many smal 
avenues of profit, and. ways of stopping numerous sniall losses, which in the 
aggregate are after all so very big, are lost sight of and all but ignored. 


The attention of the writer was drawn the other day to a statement by a 
Saskatchewan Government official to’ the fact that of fifteen carloads of pota- 
boes bought by Saskatchewan wholesale houses in April; only two were shipped 
from Saskatchewan pojnts, the remainder being imported from other Proy- 
inces, while at the same time there was a surplus of potatoes in the hands of 
Saskatchewan farmers not being marketed. Why? Why did Saskatchewan 
wholesalers import potatoes for consumption in Saskatchewan, paying 
heavier freighis on the longer haul instead of buying the home grown pro- 
duct? Because so many Saskatchewan growers are careless of the little 
things and thus lose their own market. Poor grading of potatoes, diseased 
potatoes, dirt, improperly bagged, some bags containing 100 pounds, some 90 
pounds, are among the reasons given why wholesalers import instead_of buy- 
tng at home. Little things in themselves, but which are costing Saskatche- 
wan farmers heavy loss, and imposing on Saskatchéwan consumers an un- 
mecessary expense. 5 

In the same issue of the newspaper in which the above statement appear- 
ed was a post office report io the effect that over sixteen million incorrectly 
er insufficiently addressed pieces of mail matter are handled by the. post 
offices of Canada in a year,.and no less than 90 per cent. is due to careless- 
ness on the part of the sender. Apart from the loss thus sustained by the 
sender. and the receiver, this carelessness adds enormously to the expense of 
the postal service, thus operating to keep up postage rates and increase. taxa- 
tion: Yet each individdal act of carelessness is but a “little” matter, al- 
though the total runs into those millions of which we love to talk about these 
days. 

The neglect to look after the growth of weeds on an individual farm 
may likewise seem a little matter, but one or two neglected quarter sections 
may adversely affect a whole township and reduce the yield of wheat per acre 
throughout the entire area. |The loss of a bushel an acre at one dollar per 
bushel means a Jess fof the township of over $20,000. .ATler all, is this a 
little matter? In the aggregate, could not more be saved our farmers by suc- 
cessfully fighting. the weed pest than can be made for them by any Wheat 
Board? : : : 

A smoker carelessly throws away a match or a cigarette stub and starts 
a prairie or forest fire, and hundreds of thousands, sometimes millions of dol+- 
lars worth of property is destroyed, yet the original act was sitch a little, 
commonplace oceurrence! A child is allowed to plaggwith matches, and the 
home is destroyed! A man or boy carelessly handles a gun—he didn’t know 
it wa® loaded—and a life is taken or a person blinded or maimed for life! 

Who dares say these are little things after all? ~ Yet it is just these little 
things which are causing the loss of millions of dollars worth of valuable for- 
esis in Canada every year, and the loss of much more valuable human lives, 
Canada’s fire loss is rated as the heaviest per capita in the whole world. We 
are paying for it now, and posterity will be called upon to pay an even heavier 
price. And the pity, the crime of it is that nearly all of this loss is prevent- 
able and most of it due to carelessness, to our criminal disregard and con- 
tempt for so-called little things.

Immense Salt Deposits 
Of Northern Alberta’ 


Salt, which is euch a vital necessity 
of our everyday life, has always been 
a plentiful and cheap commodity in 
Canada, says the Natural Resources 
intelligence Service of 
ment of the Intérior. In no place, 
however, has it ever been cheaper and 
more easily obtained than in the 
vicinity of Fort Smith, in Northern 
Canada. . Here the Hudson's Bay 
Company, the various missions anid 
other inhabitants of that district se- 
eure their yearly supply simply by 
gathering it up into sacks and packing 
it away. The source of this Salt isa 
number of salt springs, which are lo- 
cated along what is known as the Salt 
Riyer, on the boundary of the new 
Wood Buffalo Park. This park has 
but recently been created by the Do- 
minion Government to. provide protec- 
tion to the only remaining herd of 
wild wood buffalo. 

When millions of buffalo roamed 
freely over practically. one-third of 
this continent extending all the way 
from Mexico to the Mackenzié River 
district. this locality was a common 
meeting ground for the buffalo, whence 
they came to lick up the salt. It was 
no doubt while following the trail of 
these, majestic animals that the white 
man first became aware of the exist- 
ence of these salt springs. 

Sir -Alexander Mackenzie, .on his 
voyage of exploration through the dis- 
trict in 1789, located and reported 
upon these salt springs, and Daniel 
William Harmon, of the Northwest 
Company, wrote in his journal in 1808, 
“About sixty miles from this (Chipe- 
wyan), down Salve River, there are 
several places where almost any quan- 
tity of excellent, clean, white salt may 
be taken with as much ease as sand 
along the seashore. From these 
places the greater part of the North- 
west is supplied with this valuable 
article.” - 


These springs have always been a 
source of supply of salt for the white 
inhabitants, of this district and the 
Lower Mackenzie Valley. The native 
Indian is not, and has never been, a 
user of -salt to any appreciable extent. 

The water from these springs. car- 
ries an almost saturated solution of 
pure salt, part of which is precipitat- 
ed as soon as it comes in contact with 
the atmosphere, with the result that 
mounds of salt ‘from three to five fect 
in depth and in some cases 100 feet in 
diameter are to be found at the 
mouths of the springs. _ 

R. G. McConnell, of the Geological 


Survey, in ‘his report of his explora-. 


tions in this district in 1887, mentions 
several salt springs draining into Salt 
River, near Fort-Smith, and says that 
the salt is remarkably pure. — _ 

The deposits vary in size up to 150 
-tons. “From three to five tons are col- 
lected annually. The salt has also 
been tested by beth the Department 
of Mines at Ottawa and the University 
of Alberta at Edmonton, and has been 
teported "upon as being practically 
pure. The deposits were recently 
visited by officials of the Natural Re- 
sources Intelligence Service, Depart- 
ment of the Interior, while exploring 
the present habitat-ef the wood buf- 
falo. The area in which is_ found 
these salt springs is 290 miles north 
of the present terminus of the Alberta 
and Great Waterways Railway and is 
reached by way of the Athabaska and 
Slave Rivers, lying to the west of the 
latter river from fifteen to twenty 
miles in a straight line. Their econ- 
omic value at present is restricted be- 
cause of the distance from the outside 
market and railway transportatioa. 
They have, however, a very import- 
ant potential value in the settlement 
of this district and particularly in the 
eventual development of the fish in- 
dustry of Athabaska and fsreat Slave 
Lakes, which contain some of the fin- 
est fish on the North American con- 
tinent, : 

Northern Alberta, ‘however, has 
many other salt deposits, the most 
notable of which, from the standpoint 
of possible commercial development, 
are those at McMurray, near the end 
of steel of the Alberta and Great 
Waterways Railway.

Hoppers and Sawflies 


These Insects Cause Most Trouble in 
Stubbled-in Crops 

Nearly all of the stubbling-in of 
crops is done on the open prairie. 
Grasshoppers. and sawilies, our two 
greatest ficld crop insect pests, are 
practically confined to this same re- 
gion, It is well knewn that both 
insects cause the most trouble in 
stubble-in crops. Grasshoppers would 


while sawflies, if not entirely wiped 
out, would become negligible in num- 
bers. This depends, of course, on the 
care taken in otherwise preparing the 
land for crop. 

Plowing ‘should be done carefully 
and more than five inches deep. <A 
skimmer or jointer should be used. 
Hf spring plowing it should be packed 
immediately. Sawfly puparia and 
grasshopper eggs are now resting 
in the stubbles and if not disturbed 
by “deep plowing and packing this 
spring will emerge {n countless num- 
bers in June and continue to multiply 
and re-infest the grain crop.

Mummies claimed to be between 
2,000 and 4,000 years old, much older 
perhaps than . Tutankhamen-—bhave 
been found in Upper Egypt by Major 
W. 'T. Blake, the airman who last year 
attempted to fly around the world, 

Major Blake arrived in London re 
cently, “We went 200 miles west of 
Alexandria,” he said, “and then cross- 
ed the open desert due south to Siwa, 
which for a long time was the head‘ 
quarters of the Semussl. 

“Rock tambs abound in the néigh- 
borhood of Siwa, We opened severai 
and found mummies in every tomb. 
They were very badly preserved. In 
many cases only the bones were left.

When considered from the stand- 
points of relative productive, cost and 
suitability for winter €ged, the grow- 
ing of corn and sunflowers can be un- 
dertaken to advantage. over a much 
wider area than is the case at the pre- 
sent tint’. Such crops work in. well, 

hjespecially, In systems of farming 
where provision must be made tor 
cleaning the land. In the western prov- 
inces it has been found necessary to 
summerfallow. This practice aids ir 
the destruction of weeds and tends to 
conserve soil moisture. As a substi- 
tute for part of the bare fallow such 
intertilled crops as these “havé = dis- 
tinct possibilities in many districts. 

Experiments show that wheat re- 


quires nearly twice as much water to 
produce pound of dry matter as corn, 
hence its value as a crop in districts 
of low rainfall as a_ substitute for 
summerfallow, Sunflowers draw 
somewhat more heavily on soil moist- 
ure than does corn. Each of these 
crops possess characteristics which e- 
stablish the preference for either in a 
districts. It has been found that sun- 
flowers will withstand more frost than 
corn; thus they can be planted earlier 
and harvested later, in case the crop 
has not matured sufficiently to make 
a good silage. Both crops have ex- 
tensive root systems, they feed deeply 
and require a liberal supply of moist- 
ure to make maximum growth. Corn 
and sunflowers utilize moisture 
throughout the entire ‘summer, the 
former crop being able to withstand 
periods of continued drought better 
than sunflowers. While the moisture 
supply is a decidedly important fact- 
or and contributes greatly to the sat- 
isfactory growth of these cfops, the 
yield of corn and sunflowers are not 
in proportion to the rainfall. It must, 
therefore, be borne in mind that clim-

Growing Corn and Sunflowers: :

much of the land as possible. As corn 
requires a warm, moist seed bed, sun- 
| flowers can be planted earlier as they 
do not suffer so severly from slight 
frost. On the Stations last — spring 
corn planting was general from May 
26th to 3ist. Sunflowers may be 
planted two weeks éarlier. When 
planting, the grain drill is used, block- 
ing the necessary drills to render the 
rowsthe «desired distance apart. While 
from thirty-six to forty-two inches is 
found a_ satisfactory distance be- 
tween the rows, this distance should 
be regulated somewhat by the culti- 
vator one*has on hand. By removing 
some of the cultivator teeth and by 
having the rows adjusted properly it 
is often possible to do the work with- 
out additional outlay for machinery. 
The Giant Russian sunflowers’ and 
North Western Dent’corn are the var- 
ieties planted on the Stations, the land 
is harrowed crosswise with the drag 
harrows once before the crop comes 
up, and frequently aferwards,,a great 
many weeds will be destroyed. This 
harrowing may be done until the crop 
is six inches high. After this it will 
be necessary to cultivate between the 
rows as such intervals as will keep 
down weed growth.

Lawns 

No gorunds can be said to be com- 
plete without a lawn; and a lawn, to 
be attractive, must be kept properly 
edged and regularly clipped. This re- 
quires labour ang attention, and these 
constitute, in most cases, the limiting 
factor as to the size. A large expanse 


of lawn is expensive to keep in con- 
dition, 


The soil for the lawn requires to be 
‘|mellow, rich and moist, and the best 


preparation for this is a®coating of 
rooted manure ploughed under in aut- 
umn or spring and a crop of potatoes 
rown the followingseason. If -it is 
roken from sod or old stubble land 
very little can be expected from the 
crop of potatoes in point of yield; but 
they ‘will leave the soil in ideal con- 
dition for a seed bed the following 
spring. When the potatoes are dug 
and the vines removed it is an easy 
matter to level the soil first with a 
jharrow and then with hand rake and 
hoe. This should be done in the fall 
so that the surface will have an opp- 
ortunity to settle evenly during the 
winter and expose any unevenesses 
that might be in the soil.

Flower Garden in Spring 
To all lovers of flowers the garden 
in -spring is a- most enjoyable place; 


here one meets old friends among the 


spring flowering plants, which, r 
haps, one has watched the develop- 
ment of for years. In many gardens, 
however, there is a dearth of spring 
flowers, but, as there are so many 
hardy plants, this could easily be rem- 
edied if there is the desire to do so, 

As soon as the snow is gone one 
may haye the Snowdrop, Snowflake, 
Crocus, Chionodoxa, and Scilla amon, 
bulbs, soon to be followed by the Daff- 
odils and Tulips. Hardy Primules 
soon mingle with the bulbs as do the 
Iceland Poppy, Trillium, Trollius Dor- 
onicum, Epimedium, and other spring 
flowers; while close behind are the 
Columbines, Bleeding Heart, Sweet 
ocket and Irises, and many others. 

As one looks at the garden as it is 
one can picture how ‘it would be im- 
proved if, in another year, there weré 
flowers where there are no flowers 
now; where yellow, red or white would 
add to the geperal effect; where a low 
growing plant or a tall plant would 
improve the appearance of the border. 
As one is liable to forget these thihgs 
after the spring has gone, a good plan 
is to write on a label or small plese of 
wood the kind of plant which is desir- 
ed in each place where improvement 
can be made; then when proper time 
for planting arrives, if such a plant 
is put there, it will not be long before, 
there will be marked improvement in 
the garden in spring, and this meth- 
od ean be followed with good results 
for the whole season. 

Let all who love flowers, then, plan 
for improvement in the garden next 
spring; a little improvement each year 
would soon: result in a great change 
and make the home grounds much 
more attractive,
